Local Mail Volume Helps Set National Record 


Mail volunie in the Bay St. Louis 
Miss., area contributed to a nat- 
ional record of nearly 64 million 
pieces of mail, including a bil- 
lion pieces of parcel post during 
fiscal year last June 30, Postmaster 
Andy J Becker said. 

Based on advance information from 

the annual report of the Depart- 
ment, which has been made avail- 
able to Postmaster Becker, it was 
revealed that the present day fig- 
ures represent an increase of 25 
pércent over tne 1953 volume which 
totaled 50.9 billion pieces. 

This increase, along with a 
sharp discontinuation of mail-car- 
rying trains in recent, years. has 
helped foster a complète revolu- 
tion in postal ‘transportation in- 
cluding.far more extensive use of 
highway vehicles; he said. Locally 
the transportation pattern for Bay 
St. Lous has ehànged. in the fol-, 
lowng manner: Most of the parcel 
. post for the Bay.St. Louis area i$ 
now - being: transported by truck 
and semi-trailer from Mobile and 
New- Orleañs; La. A.right hand 
drive vehicle*has been added to 
the city delivery service. And a. 
new rural route hàs been establish- 
ed to serve patrons iff the Wave: 
jand, Clermont Harbor end Lake- 
shore area. The former rural 
route has been extended’ to serve. 
the areas əs, far north as "the. 
Rocky Hill. Community `The city- 
delivery service at this office has 
been extended to cover all the 
north end of Bay St. Louis which 
was previously served by Rural 
Delivery. - :

tirement of old vehicltes the in- 
ventory total on June 30 of this 
year was a little under 37,000 
vehicles, e . 

"Still another development of 
vital importance in connection 
wi'h. motor -vàhicle service is the 
fact that 119. new maintenance fa- 
cilities have been.constructed since 
January, 1953, to service this fleet. 
construc- 
tion on June 30 and 25 more are 
.now in the planning stage. 

"Other figurés in the prelimi- 
nary.1060 report revealed that the 
post offices which now have motor 


vehcle service available total more 
than 3,620 while the corresponding 
figure for fiscal year 1953 was 
2,433 The total of miles traveled 
in fiscal year 1960 is estimated as 
a shade under 400,000,000 as com- 
pared with approximately — 200.
